Within 
the context of the in-Canada asylum system, IRCC has a mandate to provide protection to people who meet the 
definition of a refugee. It is not uncommon for asylum claims to be made in Canada by vulnerable populations including 
women, children and adolescents. Children are able to make refugee claims in Canada. The Immigration and Refugee 
Board of Canada (IRB), which hears asylum claims, has a set of guidelines specifically for minors with a particular focus 
on unaccompanied children. The guidelines cover the processing of unaccompanied minors, and states that the best 
interests of the child should be given primary consideration at all stages of the processing of these claims. The 

guidelines also describe measures that can be taken to accommodate the child during the hearing, such as explaining 
the process to the child, providing an informal environment, and questioning in a sensitive manner. The Immigration 

and Refugee Protection Act (IRPA) requires the IRB to designate a representative for persons under 18 years of age. 

This person is usually a parent if the child is with his or her parents. If the child is unaccompanied, the representative 
can be any person who meets certain criteria. Like all refugee claimants, children who receive a positive decision at the 
IRB receive protected person status and can apply for Permanent Residence. Children cannot include their parentson 
their application for permanent residence, and cannot sponsor their parents until they meet sponsorship eligibility 
requirements, which include being at least 18 years of age.

Hever oes on we do for a small subset of travellers exiting at land borders. The Agency is currently working on implementing the 
entry/exit initiative. 

This program will allow the CBSA to: 


confirm departures of all persons who leave by land border crossings and airports; and, 


assess the interval of time between entries into, and exits from, Canada (thereby confirming a person’s compliance with 
their visa requirements). 
Therefore, we are not in a position to provide the number of those who left on their own.
